Executive Vice President in April, has 
been removed from her position on the 
ASI Board of Directors. 
ASI contends that the removal was 
based on Sharp’s failure to clear her 
academic. eligibility through, the uni- 
versity. Sharp claims that ASI forced 
her out because she is pregnant. 

Sharp was asked to. resign Aug. 25 
after she reportedly failed to sign a 
waiver allowing forreview of her grade 
status. 

Sharp reportedly failed to sign the 
waiver by.the-Aug. 25 deadline allow- 
ing ASI Executive Director Carol 
Ackerson to review her grade status. 


of the complaint yielded an additional 
complaint. In June, a third individual, 
Craig Anthony Dillard, filed a civil 
lawsuit in Sacramento against CSUS. 
The suit was filed atthe university level 
and served at the Chancellor’s Office 
in Long Beach. 

Dillard attended CSUS from 1989 
to 1993. He obtained his MA in 1993. 

Dillard claims the first incident of 
sexual harassment occurred in Decem- 
ber of 1992 when Colen locked the

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door when they were alone together in 
Colen’s office. Colen then allegedly 
propositioned Dillard by making sug- 
gestive comments. 

“T was outraged,” Dillard said. 

Dillard says that Colen then grabbed 
him ina sexual mannet. 

“T went through some serious 
trauma over this and did my best to 
avoid him afterwards, although that

Ackerson also gave Sharp the option of 
turning in a written document from a 
CSUS official stating that she was eli- 
gible to hold office this semester. 

“She was the only one who didn’t 
sign a waiver. All she had to do was get 
some documentation that said she was 
eligible by Friday, Aug. 25,” Ackerson 
said. 

ASI bylaws include a policy of eli- 
gibility that states that a student hold- 
ing an office must have maintained a 
2.5 GPA over the past 12 months anda 
2.5 GPA in the semester prior to taking 
office. It also states that the officer 
must be enrolled in seven units or more 
during the semester. 

“The ASI bylaws are established by 
the student body and must be followed 
in order to maintain our good standing 
with the university,” Ackerson said. 


Ackerson concluded that Sharp was 
ineligible for office following the dead- 
line and requested that she turn in a 
letter of resignation. Two other offic- 
ers, Larissa Mackenzie and Robert 
Hassanali, were also ineligible and 
have resigned. 


Sharp, however, contended she was | 


eligible for office and refused to sub- 
mit a letter of resignation. 

“J have things going through an 
appeals process right now, but there 
won’t be a decision on them until the 
middle of September when the Aca- 
demic Review Board meets,’ Sharp 
said.

The CSUS Foundation’s new Taco 
Bell Express fast food restaurant has 
been open for business in the Crumbs 
area of the Food Service building since 
August.

other franchise to share a niche in the 
River Front Center. 

Negotiations with Subway col- 
lapsed when franchisers insisted that 
they be the exclusive food franchise to 
sponsor CSUS athletic events. The 
Foundation, which has no control 


over athletics department sponsor- 


ship, could not comply with this 
stipulation. 

“We do not want to interfere with 
the athletics department’s decisions 
on who is going to sponsor their 
events, ’ said Jeffrey Harrod, the CSUS 
Foundation Food Services Director. 
“We’re here to support the athletics 
department.” 

After negotiations with Subway 
were terminated, the CSUS Founda- 
tion contacted Togo’s as a possible 
alternative. ‘Harrod and Foundation 
Executive Director Ed Del Biaggio 
visited the campuses of Cal State Ful- 
lerton and UC Irvine; both of which 
have existing Togo’s franchises. 
Harrod and Del Biaggio were quite 
pleased with what they saw. 

“Togo’s, we feel, has a better prod- 
uct than Subway. Portions are much 
healthier. Everything is fresh, ’ Harrod 
said. ° 

The CSUS Foundation negotiated 
and signed a contract with Togo’s in 
August to bring a franchise to campus. 
It is not yet a done deal, however, as 
architectural plans need to be approved 
by the Office of the State Architect 
before hiring and opening dates may 
be set. 

“The state inspector is currently 
inspecting ourarchitectural layout. As 
soon as he concludes that, we cart 
begin construction,” said Harrod.

Twenty-five tons of sand donated to kickoff year long celebration

Small, clean hands dug deep into 
the sand as it was poured out of a 
half-dozen wheelbarrows and into 
the play yard.

‘At Sac State, we as a whole care 
about our children and our students,” 
said Michele Ford, chair of the Par- 
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ent Advisory Council at the Children’s 


Center. “This is normally a task we do 


each year,” 

Children’s Center Director Pat 
Worley said, “It was wonderful for it to 
turn into a fun event. It gave me-an 
opportunity to invite families of the 
Children’s Center to bring them on 
board for a special event.” 

Ford has a vision for the Children’s 
Center, one in which parents, students 
and the community come together to 
support the Center. She saw that vision 
realized as the children used miniature 
bulldozers and tractors to begin the job 
of spreading the sand in the play 
area. 

“The California Youth Authority 


comes out faithfully every year and 


spreads the sand,” said Ford. 

Dan Petersen, group supervisor in 
the Department of Youth Authonity, 
coordinates the donation of ume and 
labor by the CYA. This was the third 
year the CY A helped in the endeavor. 
By day’s end, the sand was spread over 
the Center’s three play areas, replen- 
ishing what disappears daily in the 
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children’s socks, shoes and play equip- 
ment. 

A. Teichert and Son donated the 
sand to the Children’s Center. The sand 
was transported as a donation of Patco 
Trucking. 

As chair of the Parents Advisory 
Council, Ford also was successful in 
arranging for Lumberjack Building 
Materials to provide the materials fora 
customized water trough. 

Children’s Center Director Pat 
Worley is planning to once again ask 
Tau Beta Pi, the CSUS engineering 
honor society, to build the water 
trough. In the past, Tau Beta Pi had 
completed a number of projects for 
the Center, including constructing 
an outdoor playhouse complete with 
furniture and laying cement for play- 
ing basketball on.

It happened in July. 

George Wayne, the dean of student 
affairs, became the vice president of 
student affairs. 

In July’s memo announcing 
Wayne’s change in title, CSUS Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth stated that for the 
past six years Wayne had provided the 
university with “strong and wise” Iead- 
ership in the area of student affairs, 
including: financial aid, admissions 
and records, student activities, and the 
multicultural center. 

Changing Wayne's tile was nota 
sudden decision according to Gerth. 

‘“He’s always been very concerned 
that we have a very vibrant campus 
life,” said Lou Camera, the director of 
student activities. “He’s been very sup- 
portive of this office, to help where he 
can.” 

According to Camera, Wayne was 
already considered a senior member of 
Dr. Gerth’s cabinet along with all the 
other vice presidents because he was 
working in the same capacity as all the 
other vice presidents. 

“T think (the change in title) is an 
acknowledgement of that,” said Cam- 


era. 

“Generally, the chief of student af- 
fairs in our system (CSU), are vice 
presidents,” said Gerth. “It was time to 
do it.” 

Wayne agrees. 

“Now we have the traditional ser- 
vices model,” he said. “It is typically 
the model around alf the other cam- 
puses where the major advocate and 
individual responsible for the services 
to students is a vice president not a 
university dean. Over the years, the 
responsibilities have continued to in- 
crease with additional units reporting 
to me,” said Wayne. 

As vice president, Wayne will be 
responsible for two other units. One is 
the athletics department and the other 
is a greater responsibility in dealing 
with the management of enrollment. 

He said he has already asked the 
admissions and records department to 
develop a strategy to process applica- 
tions faster and to do graduation checks 
and degree audits more rapidly. 


The athletics department has been _ 


asked to properly introduce the univer- 
sity to becoming a conference affili- 
ated campus. 

Meanwhile, the Financial Aid de- 
partment has been encouraged to pur-

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sue a technique that will enhance the 


delivery of finaneial aid to students 


who need it. 

“That is a major goal there,” said 
Wayne. “I am not without goals and | 
ain not without understanding the needs 
of students. T think I’ve got a good 
relationship with the students on cam- 
pus.” 

Wayne also knows exactly what he 
will do if he ever loses touch of those 
needs. 

“When I get to a point where Lam 
totally tucked away and not sensitive to 
those needs,” he said. “ITU's time | began 
to look for another kind of job enrich- 
ment.” 

However, Wayne isn tjust going to 
vive and also wants something from 
the students. 

“I would like to sce all students 
engage with the diversity on this cam- 
pus. Were running into some crucial 
times on campus today in which the 
outside influences do heavily influ- 
ence our campus and I would like tosee 
our students look beyond those nega- 
tive things and learn to live and to 
govern and participate as students and 
as human beings in spite of their differ- 
ences in ethnicity or gender.

Too many glitches cause 
problems in movie ‘Kids’

“Kids” is a movie about the unexpected. 
Sometimes it succeeds in taking the viewer 
places that he or she may never have wanted to 
go or never imagined that they wanted to go, but 
it also fails in its quest for shocking realism. 
“Kids” explores the depths of the lives of kids 
that one sees walking down the street or riding 
by on askateboard with a forty-ounce beer. I! is 
unsettling only to those who have not had a 
friend or an acquaintance who lived a life 
brimming with drugs, sex and loud music. 

The film centers around a teenage salyr 
with a taste for virgins and the conflict he- 
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tween his lifestyle and one of the girls that 
were recently deflowered. This situation 
gives a tense emotionality to the piece in 
some respects; but also one finds that by 
being so outwardly and inwardly destruc- 
tive, and completely ignorant and selfish, 
these “Kids” that inhabit this movie and 
perhaps the streets of our country, com- 
mand no pity or sympathy. 

The first glitch in the realism of the 
movie comes in the use of trendy phrases. 
In an attempt to make the audience notice 
the use of it, the dialogue was coated with 
an overabundance of street slang; so much 
as to make it sound contrived. The second 
glitch came in the form of the layout of the 
day. The story packed too much action 
into the hours of a single “sunrise to sun- 
set” day. Too many drugs were taken and 
beers drunk for any of those kids to still be 
able to function on the level that they did 
and for the movie to seem realistic. An- 
other glitch is that the prolific teen sex 
fiend is not that good looking, intelligent 
sounding, or believable in his edicts of 
love. 

Taken together, these glitches are the 
only drawbacks in what overall is an en- 
tertaining couple of hours. This film will 
make the viewer dwell on where they 
were at the age most of these kids are at. 
It will make the viewer search his or her 
mind to find somebody that may have 
been like that. If not thoroughly realistic 
or unexpectedly shocking, this film is 
thought-provoking and that is really where 
the beauty of this film lies.

The album opens up with 
“Sweet Louisiana Sound” and “Boyo,” 
both of which are very catchy and up- 
beat. Humor is an underlying current in 
many of the songs, such as in “‘Shal- 
low,” a story about the plight of a char- 
acter that is part hopeless romantic, and 
part peeping-Tom.

wasn’t always possible,” Dillard said. 
“And he made repeated advances.” 

Dillard said that he filed the lawsuit 
because he felt that he had to take some 
kind of action. 

“The power he had as a dean was 
intimidating, andhe abused that power, ” 
Dillard said. “I was stunned that he 
would be so unprofessional.” 

Dillard has been attending USC and 


is in the last year of his doctorate but 


claims he has recently been consider- 
ing dropping out, “over all this mess. It 
has been too much stress on me waiting 
for them todo the night thing. My rights 
as a student have been violated.” 

Dr. Colen was unavailable for com- 
ment concerning the allegations made 
against him. He was hired at CSUS in 
1976, to work in the Department of 
Social Work and has served as the 
Dean of the Department of Health and 
Human Services since 1982. He re- 
ceived a Ph.D. at Brandeis, an MA in 
public health at the University of Michi- 
gan, and a BS and MA in education at

If he does, it would trigger a 
separate review. During this time, 
the university could then bring about 
disciplinary action. 

Colen has a variety of options in 
addition to asking for reconsidera- 
tion. Among other things, he could 
ask for extension of the paid leave. 

“This would only be done if it 
were in the university’ s bestinterests 
as well as his own,” Reed said.

Vice President of Facility and Staft 
Affairs David Wagner confirmed that 
a formal complaint was.made against 
Colen in February. According to 
Waener, “the investigation of Dr. Colen 
was filed by one complaint, and during 
the fact-finding period, another com- 
plaint was made. The investigation was 
ongoing at the time that the lawsuit was 
filed.” 

“Our role is that of fact-finder, and 
our concern is to be fair to all parties 
concémed,” Wagner said. University 
policies concerning all civil nights mat- 
ters were recently reviewed and given 
a clean bill of health.” 

A memorandum issued June 12 by 
CSUS President Donald Gerth stated 
that the Student Complaint Policies 
and Procedures guidelines were re- 
viewed and given minor revisions. 
According to the guidelines, a com- 
plaint initiated by a student must take 
place no later than one year from the 


date the incident occurred. A com-_ 


plaint may be either formal or infor- 
mal. 
In an informal complaint, the par- 
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tics involved meet, and if the issue is 
not resolved, the student meets with the 
head of the deparunent of the person 
the complaint is made against. The 


deparunent head attempts to resolve | 


the complaint and notifies the student 
of the result of the resolution attempt in 
writing within 10 days. 

Formal complaints are filed in the 
office of the dean of student affairs, a 
position held by Vice President George 
Wayne. After a complaint is filed the 
center complaint coordinator receives 
the complaint, and informs the people 


involved. A hearing committee hears 


the complaint and their findings are 
reported to the program center head 
who acts on the findings and recom- 
mendations, informing everyone in- 
volved of the result.

A third way a student can file a 


complaint is through the Affirmative 


Action Officer, Stephanie Lieberman. 
Once acomplaint has been lodged with 
the Affirmative Action Officer, either 
the officer can perform the task of fact- 
finding , or an investigative officer in 
senior management can do this. This is 
usually someone sensitive to legal op- 
tions and who knows which actions are 
appropriate to follow. A third option is 
to hire an outside investigator. 

After all the information is gath- 
ered, it is then decided what action 
should take place. 

Reed is satisfied that there are satis- 
factory outlets and methods for a stu- 
dent to make a compliant or seck re- 
dress. “In filing a complaint, there are 
multiple points of entry,” Reed said.

The Pride of 
the Orioles 


Barring an event straight from-the twilight 
zone, Cal Ripken will walk out to shortstop at 
Camden Yard and into baseball history tomor- 
row evening. It will be his 2,131st consecutive 
game, eclipsing one of the most revered records 
in all of baseball. | 

Despite the rigors of playing one of the most 
demanding positions in baseball, Ripken has 
been the biggest constant the last 15 years in a 
game that seems to have lost all loyalty. 

Ripken has seen numerous managers come 
and go and the players around him have all 
changed. The Orioles have changed uniforms 
and even moved to a new stadium, but every 
line-up card for the last 2,129 games entering 
tonight’s contest has had “Ripken, C.” on it. 

Ripken hasn’t done it cheaply either. When 
Steve Garvey set the National League consecu- 
tive-game mark, he often kept it going by pinch- 
hitting or playing just the top half of the first 
inning.Ripken has played over 99 percent of the 
innings during his streak. | 

When critics said Ripken should take a night 
off, that the streak was wearing him down, he 
answered with his bat. Following a 1990 season 
which saw him hit a career-low .250, many 
people jumped on the bandwagon saying he 
should sit. Ripken responded with an MVP 
season, batting .323 with 34 home runs and 
114 RBI. 

Now the same reporters who suggested he 
give it up will be celebrating his feat. After all, 
it couldn’t happen to a nicer guy. Ripken is a 
class act who has never embarrassed himself, 
his team, his game, or his fans on or off the field 
since donning a Major League uniform, a rarity 
among sports stars these days. 

The only bad thing about the streak is that he 
will be erasing one of the greatest names in 
baseball from the record books, Lou Gehrig. 

Gehrig wasa true gentleman. He signed his 
first professional contract to pay for his sick 
mother’s hospital bills. He married the only 
girlfriend he ever had. He spent countless hours 
visiting hospitals and working with children, all 
outof the spotlight. And he played baseball like 
few have before or since. 

June 1, 1925 Henry Louis Gehrig took over 
the first base job at Yankee Stadium and never 
looked back. He became the captain of the 
Bronx Bombers and made the famed 
“murderer’s row” even more deadly. Gehrig 
led the league in RBI five times, and picked 
up the Triple Crown in 1934. 

His lifetime numbers are incredible: .340 
average, .632 slugging percentage, 493 home 
runs, and 1990 RBI. In seven World Series, he 
added 10 home runs while hitting at a .361 clip. 

Then on May 2, 1939, his condition rapidly 
deteriorating from amyotrophic lateral sclero- 
sis, Gehrig asked to be removed from the lineup 
just before the Yankees were to take the field in 
Detroit. He did it “for the good of the team.” In 
eight games, he had managed only four singles 
in 28 at-bats. He would never again be in the 
lineup. 

July 4, 1939 was Lou Gehrig Day at Yankee 
Stadium. With 61,000 fans in the. stadium, 
Gehrig stood and watched humbly as team- 
mates, coaches, and even his rivals paid hom- 
age to him. 

Gehrig knew he was dying as he stepped to 
the microphone that day. “I may have been 
given abad break,” he said, “but Ihave an awful 
lot to live for. Today I consider myself the 
luckiest man on the face of the earth.” 

Although separated by distance and time, 
Gehrig and Ripken were made from the same 
mold. Tonight Ripken will take his place at 
shortstop and for one night, the two will share 
the record. 

One day, Ripken will take his place along 
with Gehrig in Cooperstown, but tonight the 
two will stand together as symbols of all that’s 
good in the game. 

Tomorrow Ripken will have the spotlight all 
to himself and then it will be back to business. 
Maybe then people will just let Cal be Cal, and 
stop hounding him about the streak. He’s just a 
ballplayer. He loves his job and he plays every 
day. Ifhe takes a day off, hisreplacement might 
never come out of the lineup... 

Congratulations, Cal.

“I feel comfortable about (joining the Big 


Sky),” said Sacramento State Athletics Di- 
rector Lee McElroy. 

‘“‘We’ve had positive feedback from the 
community, students and from other schools 
that we’ve competed against,” McElroy said. 

A four-member panel from the Big Sky 
toured the campus two weeks ago to see if the 
school had made the necessary improve- 
ments since the last visit four years ago. The 
panel included: Mark Drummond, President 
at Eastern Washington and Chair of the Big 
Sky President’s Council, Doug Fullerton, 
Commissioner of the Big Sky Conference, 
Kathy Noble, Assistant Commissioner of the 
Big Sky Conference and Sam McClanahan, 
Faculty Athletic Representative at Northern 
Arizona and Chair of the Big Sky Faculty 
Athletic Representative’s Council. 

Fullerton was vocal with his opinion of 
both the campus and the students.

John Volek strides across the practice 
field each day looking over his troops.

department’s decision. 

The move is not without cost as CSUS 
would have to make two things happen in 
order to meet NCAA Division I-AA stan- 
dards which the Big Sky follows. 

First, the school must meet the scholar- 
ship requirements for all student-athletes. 
Currently, the football team runs its program. 
with approximately 20 players on scholar- 
ship. The Big Sky requires 63. 

This is where McElroy’s work’begins. In 
order to meet the required 63 scholarships, 
the Hornets must come up with an additional 
$300,000. Where is the money going tocome 
from? McElroy says he knows. 

“The projected budgets we are talking 
about are within the existing monies. We are 
really going to have to work hard in the 
community to get support,” McElroy said. 
“We’re also going to have to recruit and

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Iask myself the same question at the 
beginning of every semester: “To what 
degree do I wish to oppose the profes- 

In other words, how much do! want 
to argue in this class? 

It’s not just a question of how ob- 
noxious can I be, but how obnoxious 
do I want to be? 

I am an in-class arguer. All veteran 
students are familiar with my type. 
There are a few of us sprinkled inevery 
class. 

Arguers insist on disrupting per- 
fectly monotonous lectures with some- 
times shrill and often stupid remarks or 
questions. However, these questions 
are rarely questions but thinly veiled 
political statements designed to let the 
professor know the arguer has a differ- 
ent political point of view. 

And it’s always political. 

Because in the vast majority of 
cases, the intransigent student is a 
Dittohead, or a Newtophile, or a 
Dolamaniac and the professor; a 
throwback Leftist from an epoch gone 
the way of the dinosaurs. The son of 
Reagan meets Karl Marx in Social 
Science 212. | 

Soit was on the first day of class this 
semester. The students were listening 
intently to the lecture when suddenly 
the professor skidded on a blind tan- 
gent and launched into a mini-sermon 
on the evils of Pete Wilson, Republi- 
cans and white men. 


Almost instantaneously I was trans- 
formed from typical white guy to An- 
gry White Male. I straightened up in 
my desk and readied myself for oppo- 
sition. But just as suddenly as the trans- 
formation took place, the angry adjec- 
tive dropped from my label. I slouched 
back into my desk and said nothing. 

Mostly because it’s all the same. 
Had I argued with the professor, the 
Outcome would have been what it has 
been every time for the last four years: 
First, an adrenaline rush from speaking 
out in class—it’s a great, natural high. 
Second, there is the satisfaction of get- 
ting my opinion out which is really just 
an equal and opposite reaction to a 
force already set in motion. But other 
than that, not much. Certainly nothing 
would be resolved. It never is. And 
lately I noticed I wasn’t getting high 
anymore. So it seems even more point- 
less. : rie 

Of course, a year ago I most defi- 
nitely would have risen to the occa- 


sion and given argument. I have 
watched many a professor take an - 


unscheduled detour into the quag- 
mire of current political events and 
have formed a nasty habit of jumping 
in after them to right the wrong. I 
have encountered professors who 
have made successful careers out of 
twisting course descriptions to their 
vision of reality. One minute, it’s 
Psychology 101; Thenextit’s “Watch 
me insert this dildo.”

Obviously someclassesare designed 
for these sorts of discussions. Lively 
in-class political debates sharpen the 
mind like few other learning events. 
But many classes are not, at least ac- 
cording to the course description, sup- 
posed to feature political indoctrina- 
tion. Yet professors love to interject 
their philosophy into everything. 


_» Which is fine and good. There is 
nothing wrong with political opinions, — 


it just gets old when virtually every 
professor holds the same ones. In all the 
talk about “diversity” the meaning of 
the word has become lost. Sacramento 
State embodies the intellectual diver- 
sity of the Klingon High Command. 

Unfortunately, the situation re- 
garding the lack of political diversity 
is more than just tiresome. It is dan- 
gerous. A sure sign of stagnation is a 
room full of people with the same 
opinions, Many of today’s universi- 
ties are such rooms, which raises an 
interesting paradox: a conservative 
liberal. 

New ideas are formed through ten- 
sions surrounding old ideas. Old ideas

Plagiarism is the use of distinctive 
ideas or works belonging to another 
person without providing adequate 
acknowledgmentofthatperson’scon- 
tribution. Regardless of the means of 
appropriation, incorporating another’s 
workintoone’sownrequires adequate 
identification and acknowledgment. 
Plagiarism is doubly unethical be- 
Cause it deprives the author of the 
rightful credit and gives that credit to 
someone who has not earned it. It is 


‘not necessary when the material used 
—is common knowledge. When the 


source is not noted, the following 
would constitute plagiarism: 

1. Word for word copying. 

2. The mosaic (to interspersea few 


words of one’s own here and there 


while, in essence, copying another’s 
work). 

3. The paraphrase (the rewriting of 
another’s work, yet still using their 
fundamental idea or theory). 

4. Fabrication (inventing or coun- 
terfeiting sources). 

5. Ghost-written material (submit- 
ting another’s effort as one’s Own). 


Itis alsoplagiarism toneglect quo- 
tation marks on material that is other- 
wise acknowledged. Plagiarism and 
acts associated with it are cause for 
disciplinary and/or legal action.

Califomia Administrative Code, Sec- 
tions 41301 through 41304 of Title 5, 
Article 1.1 states, “Following procedures 
consonant with due process established 
pursuant to Section 41304, any student of 
a campus may be expelled, suspended, 
placed on probation or given a lesser 
sanction for one or more of the following 
causes which must be campus related:

Statement of Principles 


\ 


The Academic Senate recommendation included a statement of four principles and operating 
matters. These are to be observed. . 


















A. The submission of term papers or other written materials based, in whole, or in part, on 
ready-made papers or written materials purchased from companies or individuals that market such 
materials constitutes plagiarism, and is, therefore, cause for disciplinary action, including expulsion, 
under the provisions of the Califomia Administrative code. 


B. Placement of advertisements pertaining to the substantive preparation, sale, or distribu- 
tion of any term paper, thesis, dissertation, or other written material is in violation of the California 
Education Code and shall be prohibited anywhere on the CSUS campus. This prohibition shall include, 
but not be limited to, The Homet newspaper, all other campus publications, and campus bulletin 
boards. | 


C. Notice shall be placed on each campus kiosk and major campus bulletin boards citing the 
California Education Code and waming that the University may seek legal action against offenders 
under that Code. . eo

D. At least once per semester, the University shall cause to be published in The Homet 
newspaper, part A of this policy statement. 









E. If, despite the University’s effort to implement this policy, ads are placed in The Homet 
newspaper, other University publications, on bulletin boards, or elsewhere on campus, the University 
shall advise those responsible that the act constitutes a violation of the University policy and California 
Statute, and shall, if necessary, bring action for injunction in order to enforce these provisions.
